To see what the new law 
means, first look at the reserve 
program as it stands under a 
law passed in 19 51. 
Under that law everyone dis­ 
charged from the armed forces, 
unless he served eight years, 
piust then go into the reserves 
so that his total active and re­ 
serve service is eight years. 
THERE ARE three kinds of 
reserves: 
L Ready reservists who train. 
They drill one night a week, 
from 12 to 48 weeks a year, and 
spend 17 days a year in camp. 
TTiey 
get 
paid, 
according 
to 
rank, for the day’s and nights 
they drill. 
2. Ready reservists who don’t 
do any training. They get no 
pay. 
3. Standby reserves. They, like 
the second group of ready re­ 
servists, do no drilling. 
Both groups of ready reserv­ 
ists. in case of war, would be 
called into active service ahead 
of the standby reserves.

Athens, Greece, July 27 
— 
An Israeli airliner was forced 
down in flames in Communist 
Bulgaria today. Greek authori­ 
ties said Bulgarian antiaircraft 
gunners shot it down h£ ar the 
Greek border and that all but 
perhaps one of the 58 persons 
aboard must be considered dead. 
Four of the passengers were 
Americans.

gress to build up a pool of 
trained men.

It has significance for those 
now in the armed forces, those 
going in after the new law be­ 
comes effective, and for teen­ 
agers who wish to join the re­ 
serves or the National Guard and 
thus avoid the draft.

means, first look at the reserve 
program as it stands under a 
law passed in 1951. 
Under that law everyone dis­ 
charged from the armed forces, 
unless he served eight years, 
jnust then go into the reserves 
so that his total active and re­ 
serve service is eight years. 
THERE ARE three kinds of 
reserves: 
1. Ready reservists who train. 
They drill one night a week, 
from 12 to 48 weeks a year. and 
spend 17 days a year in camp.

get 
paid.

rank, for the days and nights 
they drill. 
2. Ready reservists who don’t 
do any training. They get no 
pay. 
3. Standby reserves. They, like 
the second group of ready re­ 
servists, do no drilling. 
Both groups of ready reserv­ 
ists, in case of war, would be 
called into active service ahead 
of the standby reserves.

Promised Land Lies in East 
For Many J amaican Workers 


Kingston, J amaica, J uly 27 
For many workers in the West 
Indies, the Promised Land lies eastward. 
Reversing a trend of three centuries, a steady migration from 
the new world to the old is helping with two problems—a labor 
demand in England and a 'sur- 
plus of laborers in J amaica. 
More than 12,000 J amaicans 
have in two y ears left their 
tropical island to seek jobs in 
Britain. Only about one in a 
hundred returned. 
SHIPPING lines offer cheap 
passage. Employ ers in England’s 
industrial midlands are advertis­ 
ing for West Indian workers. 
Many J amaicans went to Eng­ 
land during the war. 
Some re­ 
mained and found good jobs in 
postwar prosperity . 
They sent 
word 
back to 
the 
Caribbean. 
Last y ear more than 8,000 made 
the trip. 
But th^s number made 
only a dent in the estimated 
100,000 who are unemploy ed dur­ 
ing the agriculture off-season. 
The government calls unemploy ­ 
ment its most pressing problem. 
Practically all who have emi­ 
grated are either Negro or have 
Negro blood. 
WILLS ISAACS, minister for 
trade and industry in J amaica, 
say s he was in England recently 
"and found not the slightest dis­ 
crimination.” Others in J amaica 
do not take such a satisfied view 
of the situation. 
They prefer to 
refer to the problems not as one 
of “ racial discrimination” but of 
“ racial sensitivity .”

NEUTRALISM 
Tho se co u ntries which do no t cho o se to line 
u p either with So v iet Ru ssia o r the United States 
find themselv es in the awkward po sitio n o f being 
squ eezed in the co nflict between these g iants. 
So me co u ntries are so situ ated g eo g raphically 
that their decisio ns canno t be their o wn. No rway 
and Sweden are so situ ated; So v iet Ru ssia co u ld 
take them witho u t an effo rt u nless the United 
States acted first. In a wo rd, they wo u ld be taken 
by o ne side o r the o ther. President Eisenho wer’s 
assu rance that the United States wo u ld no t in­ 
itiate a war do es no t help su ch co u ntries becau se 
they do no t hav e an equ al g u arantee fro m the 
po wer that co u ld mo re easily take them. 
Afg hanistan is similarly situ ated. So is Iran. 
To a deg ree, so are West Germany and France. 
In a measu re, the airplane and the No rth Po le 
hav e chang ed po litical and military g eo g raphy . 
It is hard to realize by lo o king at the map, bu t 
when o ne flies fro m Lo ndo n to New Yo rk, o ne is 
nev er really far fro m land in aero nau tical terms 
in that lo ng stretch. Fly ing o v er the No rth Po le 
is no w a practical m atter which o ccu rs daily . Ac­ 
tu ally there is a co mmercial ro u te fro m the West 
Co ast o f the United States to Eu ro pe which em­ 
plo y s the ex treme No rthern Ro u te. 
What chance do the smaller co u ntries hav e? 
They saw what Hitler co u ld do to them, and Hit­ 
ler had no su ch weapo ns o f war as the United 
States and So v iet Ru ssia wo u ld let lo o se in the 
nex t war. Therefo re, mo st o f the smaller and 
weaker co u ntries are neu tral and want peace at 
any price. It seems u ng enero u s to talk abo u t war 
after the demo nstratio n fo r peace at Genev a, bu t 
the small co u ntries need to be v ery su spicio u s and 
practical becau se what is at stake is their ex ist­ 
ence. 
Pau l Ho ffman, who has dev elo ped into an 
articu late statesman, said at a Ro tary co nv entio n 
in Chicag o : 
“No t fo r o ne mo ment sho u ld we assu me that 
tho se co u ntries which are u nwilling to jo in 
a mili­ 
tary alliance with u s are necessarily ag ainst u s. 
We fo llo wed a neu tralist po licy fo r the first cen­ 
tu ry and a half in o u r life as 
a natio n, and we 
were no t ju dg ed u nfriendly fo r so do ing .” 
That has little to do with any thing , altho u g h 
it so u nds like a plau sible arg u ment. If war came, 
either the United States o r So v iet Ru ssia wo u ld 
take as many o f these smaller natio ns as they 
co u ld. There wo u ld be no qu estio n o f past histo ry 
o r o f past o r cu rrent friendship. Ev ery thing wo u ld 
be do ne in the name o f military necessity , which 
it wo u ld u ndo u btedly be. 
The o nly adv antag e that a small natio n has, if 
it beco mes a So v iet satellite, is that its bo u n­ 
daries are cu rrently pro tected by Ru ssian mig ht; 
the adv antag e that su ch a natio n has if it jo ins 
the United States is that we pu t bases all o v er 
the place and dev elo p the co u ntry eco no mically 
so that it may be an adv antag eo u s war po tential. 
Meanwhile co nsiderable wealth is added to the 
eco no my o f that natio n. Also , it g o es thro u g h an 
inflatio nary perio d. We are do ing that to day in 
Spain, Tu rkey and Greece, to say no thing o f many 
o ther co u ntries. Friendship is no t a facto r in all 
this; it is co ld military strateg y . 
It is histo rically inco rrect to su g g est that we 
were neu tralist fo r the first centu ry and a half 
o f o u r histo ry . That is the applicatio n o f a cu r­ 
rently po pu lar term to co nditio ns which were al­ 
to g ether 
different 
g eo g raphically . 
We 
were 
separated fro m Eu ro pe by a mig hty o cean no t 
easily trav ersible. (Mr. Ho ffman may kno w that 
there were no jet bo mbers in tho se day s!) 
Nev ertheless, Great Britain, u p to the end o f I 
o u r War Between the States, disliked o u r re­ 
fu sal to beco me inv o lv ed in “entang ling alliances.” 
and du ring that war sided with the So u th ag ainst 
tile No rth and emplo y ed u nfriendly measu res u n- • 
til it was certain that the So u th co u ld no t win. 
Also France, prio r to that, interfered in o u r af­ 
fairs and it was ag ainst France that the Alien 
and Seditio n Laws were passed. Also there was 
the fear that the Ho ly Alliance wo u ld mo v e u po n 
o ther American co u ntries and there was the 
Max imilian affair in Mex ico . In a wo rd, as a weak 
and backward natio n, altho u g h we were pro tect­ 
ed by an effectiv e o cean, we had o u r tro u bles. 
The small natio ns want peace becau se it is their 
o nly ho pe fo r su rv iv al in the kind o f war the 
wo rld no w faces.

PSYCHOGENIC RHEUMATISM 
Altho u g h we are g radu ally beco ming u sed to 
the idea that many sy mpto ms o f which we co m­ 
plain hav e their o rig in in o u r minds and emo tio ns 
(Psy cho g enic) su ch as intestinal u psets, rapid 
heart beat, and o thers, we may no t be aware that 
this idea also applies to rheu matism and that there 
is a definite co nditio n kno wn as psy cho g enic 
rheu matism. In fact, it is qu iet co mmo n as we 
are to ld that in a recent stu dy o f 500 co nsecu tiv e 
civ ilian patients with rheu matic disease, the diag ­ 
no sis o f psy cho g enic rheu matism was made in 
13.4 per cent o f cases. 
A stu dy has been made o f the patient, with 
psy cho g enic rheu matism u nder the fo llo wing 
heads; 
Chief Sy mpto ms: Oftert v ag u e. Patient may 
describe the “pain” as a bu rning , tig htness, fu ll­ 
ness, nu mbness, weakness, ting ling , pressu re o r 
“qu eer feeling .” The mu scles and jo ints may be 
“tense” rather than stiff. 
Facto r Influ encing Sy mpto ms: The sy mpto ms 
seem to chang e alo ng with chang es in the per­ 
so n’s ev ery day mental and phy sical env iro nment. 
They tend to be wo rse du ring o r fo llo wing emo ­ 
tio nal stress, and tempo rarily reliev ed by mental 
distractio n (theatre, so cial g ather, spo rts ev ents, 
etc.) 
Deg ree o f Disability : This v aries bu t may be 
sev ere and o u t o f all pro po rtio n to any actu al 
finding s present. In fact, the disability may be 
ev en g reater than if tru e disease were present. 
Co nstancy o f Co mplaints: The co mplaints tend 
to be co nstant, “bad all the time” o r “g etting 
wo rse.” Ex ercise almo st alway s ag g rav ates. 
Lo catio n o f Sy mpto ms: May “skip‘here, there 
and ev ery where.” 
Respo nse to Ex aminatio n: Often o v er-reacts, is* 
tense and resistant; a “to u ch-me-no t” attitu de. 
Respo nse to Treatment: This may v ary , o ften 
no thing helps. Dru g s u su ally u sed su ch as aspirin 
are frequ ently ineffectiv e, lo cal heat seems to 
make wo rse; alco ho lic bev erag es reliev es tem­ 
po rarily .

Asso ciated" Co mplaints: 
Often nerv o u sness, 
shaking o f hands, sleeplessness, headaches, sig h­ 
ing , u nu su al po stu res and limps. 
What may be the cau se o f psy chg enic rheu ­ 
matism? One research wo rker say s that a feeling 
o f “smo ldering resentment” is the basis o f the 
tro u ble. Resentment breeds feeling o f disco ntent 
and rebellio n. If the patient restrains any o u t­ 
ward sho wing o f this feeling a sense o f co ntinu o u s 
ho stility fo llo ws which prev ents the patient fro m 
relax ing . A state o f co nstant mu scle tensio n is 
created which leads to sy mpto ms o f aching , tense* 
ness, stiffness and mu scu lar fatig u e.

Co mmerce smells a little bit o f 
po litics. 
Bu t it is really a Demo cratic 
attempt to discredit a sy stem 
that was set u p by the Demo ­ 
cratic administratio n itself du r­ 
ing the Ko rean war emerg ency . 
The aim w'as to g et ex peri­

No t being willing to take these 
salary redu ctio ns, ev en fo r six 
mo nths o r a y ear, they are kept 
o n priv ate pay ro lls by their co m­ 
panies, which do nate their serv ­ 
ices.

trade asso ciatio ns. 
THESE WOC GET TRAVEL

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THOUGHTS IN A ROWBOAT 
It’s a long time between fish. 
All a guy can do is sit there and think.

Fellow fisherman are free with 
advice but they always keep the best spots 
as secret as the amount of their pay check. 
Are the fish there that particular day? 
The weather can have them loafing out 
deep or picking their teeth under a lily 
somew here else. 
Are you going to drop your tackle box 
and scare every fish within a mile? 
Then, for a fish to bite he’s got to be hun­ 
gry. When you see a big torpedo idly fin­ 
ning his way past your boat you think they 
never eat. 
Next there’s the case of just the right 
bait. That goes right down to the precise 
minnow or worm, for frequently a fisher­ 
man can see his adversary come dashing 
up to the hook then back away like a pedes­ 
trian from a panhandler. 
Will be miss when he strikes? Will the 
anxious fisherman jerk the hook away from 
him when he tries to hook him? Will be 
toss the hook and become the big one that 
got away? 
What are the odds on getting him from 
the water beside the boat over the gun­ 
wale? Will it be a keeper? How* many out 
of 1000 fish jump out after being once in 
the boat and unhooked? How many string­ 
ers or burlap bags are lost off the sides of 
boat on the way home? 
Call the insurance company statistical 
departments. All these odds must be stu­ 
pendous. One little night crawler in all that 
water? Poof. 
Consider the fisherman to discover the 
amazing nature of the human being and to 
understand why, of all the species includ­ 
ing fish, he has become the lord of the 
globe. 
He keeps in there, persistently ignoring 
the odds, dangling his sad little pink 
worms, flicking his silly feathers through 
the w*ater, dunking his implaasable cos­ 
tume jewelry lures instead of jast going 
home and lying in a darkened room with 
a cold wet cloth on his forehead. 
What was that? A BITE! 


A BRISK WALK, ANYONE? 
The fellow who can devise a lazy way to 
become slim and trim will have an address 
on Easy Street. Americans are doing a lot 
of worrying about overweight, and they are 
willing to pay for advice—if it doesn’t in­ 
volve too much work. 
But the chances of finding an easy rem­ 
edy for those extra pounds are dwindling. 
It begins to look more and more as though 
there will have to be a little huffing and 
puffing for those who want to keep fit. 
Not long ago, for example, three New

‘ These Days’

Those countries which do not choose to line 
up either with Soviet Russia or the United States 
find themselves in the awkward position of being 
squeezed in the conflict between these giants. 
Some countries are so situated geographically 
th at their decisions cannot be their own. Norway 
and Sweden are so situated; Soviet Russia could 
take them without an effort unless the United 
States acted first. In a word, they would be taken 
by one side or the other. President Eisenhower s 
assurance that the United States would not in­ 
itiate a w ar does not help such countries because 
they do not have an equal guarantee from the 
pow*er that could more easily take them. 
Afghanistan is similarly situated. So is Iran. 
To a degree, so are West Germany and France. 
In a measure, the airplane and the North Pole 
have changed political and m ilitary geography. 
It is hard to realize by looking at the map, but 
when one flies from London to New York, one is 
never really far from land in aeronautical term s 
in that long stretch. Flying over the North Pole 
is now a practical m atter which occurs daily. Ac­ 
tually there is a commercial route from the West 
Coast of the United States to Europe which em­ 
ploys the extreme Northern Route. 
What chance do the sm aller countries have? 
They saw* what Hitler could do to them, and H it­ 
ler had no such weapons of w ar as the United 
States and Soviet Russia would let loose in the 
next war. Therefore, most of the smaller and 
w eaker countries are neutral and want peace at 
any price. It seems ungenerous to talk about w ar 
after the dem onstration for peace at Geneva, but 
the small countries need to be very suspicious and 
practical because what is at stake is their exist­ 
ence. 
Paul Hoffman, who has developed into an 
articulate statesm an, said at a Rotary convention 
in Chicago: 
“Not for one moment should w*e assume that 
those countries w*hich are unwilling to join a mili­ 
tary alliance with us are necessarily against us. 
We followed a neutralist policy for the first cen­ 
tury and a half in our life as a nation, and we 
were not judged unfriendly for so doing.” 
That has little to do with anything, although 
it sounds like a plausible argum ent. If war came, 
either the United States or Soviet Russia would 
take as many of these sm aller nations as they 
could. I here would be no question of past history 
or of past or current friendship. Every thing would 
be done in the name of m ilitary necessity, which 
it would undoubtedly be. 
The only advantage that a small nation has. if 
it be comes a Soviet satellite, is that its boun­ 
daries are currently protected by Russian might* 
the advantage that such a nation has if it joins 
the united States is that we put bases all over 
the place and develop the country’ economically 
so that it may be an advantageous w ar potential 
Meanwhile considerable wealth is added to the 
economy of that nation. Also, it goes through an 
m ilationary period. We are doing that today in 
Spain, Turkey and Greece, to say nothing of m am 
other countries. Friendship is not a factor in ail 
this; it is cold m ilitary strategy*. 
It is historically incorrect to suggest that we ' 
w*ere neutralist for the first century* and a half 
of our history. That is the application of a cur­ 
rently popular term to conditions which were al­ 
together 
different 
geographically. 
We 
were 
separated from Europe by a mighty ocean not 
easily travensible. (Mr. Hoffman maV know that 
there were no jet bombers in those days!) 
Nevertheless, Great Britain, up to the end of 
our W ar Between the State*, disliked our r e - 1 
fusal to become involved in “entangling alliance* ” j 
and during that w ar sided with the South against 
ti* North and employed unfriendly measures un- ♦ 
til it was certain that the South could not win. 
Also France, prior to that, interfered in our af­ 
fairs and it was against France that the Alien 
.Sedition Laws were passed. Also there was 
tho fear that the Holy Alliance would move upon 
other American countries and there was the 
Maximilian affair in Mexico. In a word as a weak 
and backward nation, although we wore protect - 
eel by an effective ocean, we had our troubles. 
I he small nation* want peace because it is their 
only hope for survival in the kind of w ar the 
world now* face*.

PSYCHOGENIC RHEUMATISM 
Although we are gradually becoming used to 
the idea that many symptoms of which we com­ 
plain have their origin in our minds and emotions 
< Psychogenic) such as intestinal upsets, rapid 
heart beat, and other*, we may not be aware that 
this idea also applies to rheum atism and that there 
is a definite condition known as psychogenic 
rheumatism. In fact, it is quiet common as we 
are told that in a recent study of 500 consecutive 
civilian patients with rheum atic disease, the diag­ 
nosis of psychogenic rheum atism was made in 
13.4 per cent of cases. 
A study has been made of the patient, with

the 
following 
heads: 
Chief Symptoms: Often vague. Patient may 
describe the 
pain" as a burning, tightness, full­ 
ness, numbness, weakness, tingling, pressure or 
“queer feeling.” The muscles and joints may be 
“tense” rath er than stiff. 
Factor Influencing Symptoms: The symptoms 
seem to change along with changes in the per­ 
son s everyday mental and physical environment. 
They tend to be worse during or following emo­ 
tional stress, and temporarily relieved by mental 
distraction (theatre, social gather, sports events 
etc.) 
Degree of Disability: This vane* but may be 
severe and out of all proportion to any actual 
findings present. In fact, the disability * mav be 
even greater than if true disease were present. 
Constancy of Complaints: The complaints tend 
to be constant, “bad all the tim e” or “getting 
worse.” Exercise almost alway* aggravates. 
Location of Symptoms: May “skip*here, there 
and everyw here.” 
Response to Examination: Often over-reacts, is* 
tense and resistant; a “touch-me-not” attitude. 
Response to Treatm ent: This may vary, often 
nothing helps. Drugs usually used such as* aspirin 
are frequently ineffective, local heat seems to 
make worse; alcoholic beverages relieves tem ­ 
porarily. 
Associated Complaints: 
Often 
nervousness, 
shaking of hands, sleeplessness, headaches, sigh­ 
ing. unusual postures and limps. 
W hat may be the cause of psychgenie rheu­ 
matism? One research w*orker says that a feeling 
of "smoldering resentm ent” is the basis of the 
trouble. Resentment breeds feeling of discontent 
and rebellion. If the patient restrains any out­ 
ward showing of this feeling a sense of continuous 
hostility follows which prevents the patient from 
relaxing. A state of constant muscle tension is 
created which leads to symptoms of aching, tense* 
ness. stiffness and m uscular fatigue.

The highest peak in New York 
state, Mount Marcy, is a popu­ 
lar goal for mountain climbers 
in the Adirondacks, according to 
the New York State Department 
of Commerce.
